London, Jan. ."JO.— Tho North German 
Lloyd steamship Elbe, bound from Bremen 
for New York, was sunk in a colliaion with 
a email steamer, fifty milea oEf Loweatoft, 
early this tnorning. She carried 380 aotils. 
Only twenty-one anirvivora have been land- 
ed, bot a few others may still be afloat in 
one of tho ship's gmall boats. At tea o'clock 
litis evening the number of lives loat was 
given out at 350. The aurvivors of tho 
wreck wore landed at Lowestoft by tho fish- 
ing smock Wildflower at 5:40 o'olook this 
evening, Ibey ace s Stolberg, third o£Saer; 
NoaBsell, first engineer ; Weaer, paymaster; 
Scliultzeiss, Llnknieyor and Sitting, aBsiat- 
ant poymastor ; Furat, chief stoker; Vio" 
ebe, steward ; VVenning, Singer and 
Seibort, aailora ; Dresaon and Uatko, 
ordinary Boamon ; Dohurde, German 
pilot ; Groenham, Kogliah pilot ; Hoffmann, 
Lugen, Schlegel and Ve-vera, of Cleveland, 
Ohio, saloon paaBongero ; Botthon, steerage 
passenger, and Mies Anna liueoker. HofT- 
mann'a home is in Nobraakn. His wife and 
boy went down with the ship. All of them 
were in a pitiable condition, being but half 
clothed. Their few garments were frozen 
BtifT, their hair coated with ioa, and anxiety 
^ud efTort had exhausted them so complete- 
ly that they had to be helped ashore. The 
officers and sailors were fully dressed, but 
their olotbes bad been drenohed and frozen 
and they had been almost paralyzed with 
oold and fatigue. They bad been ashore 
throe hours before they had sufficiently re- 
oovored to tell the story of the wreak. 
Their aooonnts agreed upon the following 
points : . 

The Elbe left Bremen on tEuesday after- 
noon. The few hours of the voyage before 
the disaster were uneventfal. At four 
o'olook the wind was blowing very hard and 
a tremendous sea was running. The morn- 
ing Was unusually dark. Numoroua lights 
were aeon in all direoliona, showing that 
many veaBela wore near by. The captain 
ordered that rookota ahould be aont up at 
regular intervala to warn cra.fta to keep out 
of the Elbo'a oourso. It wua near to 6 o'clock 
and tho Elbe was aomo fifty milea off Lowe- 
stoft, coaaC of Suffolk when the look-out 
aightod a steamer of aome 1,500 tons ap- 
proaching. He gave the word and as a 
precaution, the number of rooketa was 
doubled and they were aont up at short in- 
tervals. Tho warning was without effect. 
Tho ateamer camo on with unchecked 
apeed and boforo tho Elbe could change hor 
ourao or reduce hor speed notably 
there waa a terrific crasli. Tho Elbe 
was hit abaft her engine room. 

When the amaller steamer wrenched 
away an onormoua hole was left in the 
Elbe's side. The water poured through and 
down into the engine room in a cataract. 
The room was filled instantly. The engines 
were still and tho bit; hulk began to settle. 
The passengers were in bed. The bitter 
cold and rough sea had prevented any early 
rising, and none except the officers and 
crew on duty were on deck when the ship 
was struck. The shootc and crash roused 
everybody. The steerage was in a panic in 
a moment and men, women and children half 
dressed or in their night clothes came 
crowding up the oompanion-ways. They 
had heard the sound ot rushing waters aa tho 
other steamer baolced off, had felt the Elbe 
lurch and settle, and had grasped the fact 
that it was a case of life or death with them, 
and almost to a man had succumbed to their 
terror. They oluug together in groups fear- 
ing tho cold and storm, and cried aloud for 
■Vielp or prayed on their knees for deliver- 
ance. The officers and crew were calm 
For a few momenta they went among tho 
terror stricken groups trying to quiet them, 
and encouraging tho hope that tho veaacl 
might be aaved. 

It woa aoon apparent, however, that the 
Elbo WttB aettliug atoadily ; tho otHoera 
being convinced that aho wua about to 
founder gave orders to lower tho boats. In 
a abort time threo boats wero got alongside, 
but the Boaa were breaking over tho Btoamor 
with great forco and tho first boat w.ia 
awampod boforo anybody could get into it. 
Tho other two bouts lowered ut about the 
aame time wero filled quickly with members 
of ibo crow and aomo paBaengera, but tho 
number was small na the boats held only 
twenty peraons each. The boat carrying 
the twentyone peraona who worn landed at 
Loweatoft put off in such haste from tho 
sinking ateamer that nobody noticed what 
bee -mo of tho other boat. Tho aurvivora 
believe that ahe got away aafely. They aay 
that they tossed about in heavy Bcan for 
several hours before they sighted tho Wild- 
Qowor. 

The little amaok bore down on them at 
once and took them aboard. They were 
exhausted from excitement and exposure. 
Several of them were in a state of collapse 
and had to be carried and dragged from tho 
one boat to the other. Miaa Anna Buecker, 
tho only woman in the party, wa^ proB- 
tratcd aa soon as they got clear of the Elbe. 
Sho lay-in tho bottom of the boat for fivo 
hours with bods breaking over horond water 
that had boon ahippod half covering her 
body. Although her physical titrongth waa 
gone, she ahowod true pluok and did not 
utter a word of complaint, and urged her 
companions not to mind her but to look 
after thoinaelves. llollaiann's logs were hurt 
acveroly while changing boata. Tho aur- 
vivora onnot any too much in praise of tho 
Wildflowor's crew, who gave them every at- 
tention. Upon landing, tho survivors wero 
taken in ohargo by B. S. Bradber, Germ.an 
consul at Loweatoft, who aont some to tho 
Sailors' homo and others to tho Sulfjlk 
hotel. MiBS Buecker, who took passage only 
to Southampton, will probably bo ablo to go 
to London in a day or two. 

Carl Hoflfmann, who oamo ashore in the 
Wildflower, said In an interview : " My 
home is in Grand Island, Neb. I had my 
wife and boy of seven with mo on tho Elbe. 
I om utterly wretched for I became separat- 
ed from them and hurdly daro hope that 
they have been aaved. I am abroad to visit 
relabivea in Germany, and during the last 
four raontbs was aooompanled by my wifo 
and boy. We left Bremen foe home on 
Tuesday, I was nieep in onr itate-room 
when a nolaa like a gnn-ahot woke me. I 
jamped oat of bed and apoke to my wife, 



who had been aroused as suddenly. I asked 
her what pho thought the trouble was, but 
aba seemed to pay little attention to it. I 
was not greatly alarmed, although I heard 
souiUing feet and hoarse shouts on deck. I 
hurried into a few of oiy clothes and wont 
to tho upper deck. I saw then too clearly 
what had happened. I rushed below and 
helped my wife and boy throw on a few 
clothes and we went on deck together. 
The excitement and ooufnaion cannot be 
described. 

I never saw anything like it, everybody 
seemed to have lost his head. The scene 
waa distressing beyond anything I ever saw 
— men, women and children running about 
madly, women soreaming with terror and 
every man getting in the others' way. The 
darkness inoreased the oonfusion and fright. 
Suddenly I beard shrieks and despairing 
cries from tbo women, " There are no more 
boata I" I then saw men at tho davits. I 
noticed that the ropea were frozen so hard 
or were so tangled or aomething of the sort 
that the sailora bad to chop them frantically 
to get the boats clear. The sailors were do- 
ing their beat and worked well. They fin- 
ally gob oat the aft quarter boat on the port 
side. I could aee that It was full of people, 
hub tho sailors could not lower it. 
Meanwhile the steamer wua aottling 
perceptibly. I took my boy into my arms 
and got in the aecond boat. My wife was 
close behind when aomebody ahoutod : 
" All women and obildrea go on the other 
side of the ship." I believe the captain 
gave tho order. My wife started to run 
BcroBB tho deck, and that is the last I saw 
of hor. I olung to my boy, but some men 
8oiz;duaand drugged ua out of the boat, 
and my place waa taken by one of the orew. 
This boat got clear of the steamer. Before 
tho moo at tho ours could got full command 
of her, a big wave almost dashed her 
aeainat the aloamer'a big fore-mast, whlcli 
had gone by tho board at the time of tho 
collision. It was almost miraculoua that 
the boat was not ewumped. Another boat 
wua got out. I took my boy into it, and 
aupposcd that ho had remained by my side, 
but just as tho boat was lowered I found 
that ho had diaappoarod. Ho had been 
torn away in tho ruah and acramblo for 
plucea. I tried to get back, but tho boat 
wont down with a jump, and the moment 
wo reached the water the sailors pushed 
off." 

The United Press reporter called at the 
Sailor's Home this morning to see Mies 
Buecker. She said : " I was aroueed by a 
great crash, followed by shouts and trampl- 
ing on deck. It was dark when 
1 roaohcd the deck. I found that 
two of tho life boata wore being 
lowered and I ran to one of them. 
The steamer waa sinking gradnally. Some 
men shoved me into the boat, which was 
then lowered. We had hardly reached tho 
wator before the boat upset and all were 
thrown out. When I oamo up I olutched 
tho bow of the oapaized lifeboat. I clung to 
it desperately until another lifeboat picked 
mo up. We auffered terribly until the 
Wildflower rescued ua. 

Jan Vevera, a cabin passenger, said that 
having nnsuaoessfuliy endeavored to rescue 
his niece he ran back to tho upper deck 
where it waa evident to everybody that the 
■hip was sinking fast He asked if he 
should get into a life-boat and was 
told to keep out as the women 
and children must go first. The men 
had grown frantic. They tried to 
tear off his life-preBorvers, but he shouldered 
them off. Meantime other men had begun 
bo climb into boats and he realized that be 
must take bis chance thon or not at all. 
He jumped on tho rail as a boat sheered off 
and jumped in. Ho paid a hearty tribute 
to tho tenderness and kindness of tho orew 
of the Wildflower, and all of tho survivors 
express their deepest gratitute to the fiahor- 
men. 

Third oflTicer Stolberg aaya that he can- 
not explain the colliaion. The captain waa 
on tho bridge when it occurred and officer 
Stolberg heard him shout in a loud, firm 
voice that the women and children were to 
bo saved first. OfTioer Stolbert expressed 
tho warmest gratitude to tho skipper 
and crew of tho Wildflower. Tho rough- 
nees of the sea, made the work of reacuo ex- 
tremely perilous. The fishermen gave the 
survivors the use of everything aboard the 
smack and fed and clothed them. There ia 
aomo hope that the missing boat has been 
reacued. Inasmuch aa there were several 
smacks in the vicinity of the collision. 
Probably some women and children got into 
tho misBing boat. 

Dispatches from Germany say that Bre- 
men ia in a state of consternation, and the 
whole country is excited by the news of the 
wreck. 

RoTTKKDAM, Jan. .30 — Tho steamer Cra- 
athio,frorn Kotterdam for Aberdeen, has re- 
turned to Muaaluia, her atern having been 
atovo by coming into collision with an un- 
known voBBol at .O o'clock this morning, 30 
miles from the Hook of Holland. iShe ia 
not leaking. It is supposed that the Kibe 
ia tho atnanier with which the Crathie was 
in colliaion.

Ottawa, Jan. 30. — The greatest sensation 
whioh Ottawa has had for many a long day 
happened late this afternoon and is the one 
absorbing topioof conversation in all the pub- 
lic reaortB. Shortly after five o'olook Inapee- 
tor Dan O'Leary of the Dominion police 
stopped into the ofEoe of Mr. Watters, act- 
ing commiasionor of ouatoms, and arrested 
that gentleman on a charge of misappropri- 
ating the publlo moneys of the Dominion. 
In the course of tho afternoon, Major A. P. 
Sherwood, comniiaaioner of Dominion police, 
laid information boforo Polioo Magistrote 
O'Oaru, upon whioh a warrant for the ar- 
roat of Watters was issued. On the infor- 
mation the acting oonimissionor ia charged 
with having stolon at various times ainoe 
tho month of January, 1894. sume ot money 
amounting in all to $54.3. The information 
uIbo sets forth how these moneys camo into 
Watters' pofiseBsion. 

For some years past it has been the cus- 
tom for the convenience of the Canadian 
travelling publlo and the Canadian railways 
which have terminals ia the Jutted States 
to station Canadian cnstoms offioials at 
those points. This applies chiefly to plaeea 
like Chicago, Dalnib and Tacoma, and ao 
far the arrangementa have worked well. 
For instance, any person leaving Cfaleago for 
Canada can either at the Grand Trunk or 
the Canadian Pacific atatioa, in the latter 
case the Wabash terminna, go to a Canadian 
customs oiBoial and have his baggage 
checked. If there be nothing dutiable in 
tho trunk, it will be oo marked and 
bo Bent aoosB the boundary without 
tho traveller being pub to tho incon- 
venlenoo of getting up in tho dead of the 
night to open his baggage in order that a 
customs offioial at tho frontier may examine 
it. In case dutiable goods are discovered in 
the trunk tho package will be so marked 
and the duty collected on arrival at ita des- 
tination in Canada. Tho aaluriea of those 
oiBcers are paid by the railway companies, 
as they are stationed ab these points at their 
request and for their oonvenienoe. The 
moneys, however, do not go dirootly to the 
customs oQiolala. The railway companies, 
so far aa the Chicago officers are concerned, 
remit the amount direct to the department 
and the department pays the otllcers by 
cheque. 

Tae allegation against Watters is that 
ho received certain cheques from the Wa- 
bash Railway Co, boiug a refund of the 
salary of one of tho Canadian officers at 
Cbioi.go, and that these amounts wore not 
returned by him to the credit of the Re- 
ceiver-General but were made uae of for his 
own personal purposes. Naturally Wattera 
was greatly astonished at the gravity of the 
situation. He lost no time hi oommnnioat- 
ing with A. Fergnaon, Q. C, and within a 
abort time bail waa forthcoming. The pria- 
oner waa oondnoted to the office of the police 
magistrate and was boand over to appear at 
tho police court to-morrow morning to 
answer to the charge, himself In the aum of 
S2,00C, and bis bondamen, Jamea labeater, 
the well known contractor, and Joaepb 
Kavanagb, prcBldent of tho Board of Trade, 
each in the sum of $1,000. The sections of 
tho criminal code under which Watters is 
charged aro olausea 305, 308 and 135. Tho 
first two oluuaes relate to theft, themaximum 
puniahment of whioh is fourteen years' im- 
prisonment, and clause 135 refers to breach 
of trust by pabllo offio^rs, with five year*' 
imprisonment. 

Your correspondent called upon Mr. 
Watters this evening, Ho was asked if ho 
hod any Btatomcnt to make with regard to 
his poEitson and replied as followa : " The 
thing haa arisen merely from a miscon- 
ception. Every dollar of government money 
which I have received has either been de- 
poaited to the credit of tho Receiver-General 
or has at any moment boon available for de- 
posit;. If tho government oiin ahow that it 
haa over lost a dollar through mo, then I am 
at fault, but they cannot ahow It. I have 
handled many thousand dollars of the 
government money ainoe I entered the public 
aervlce, and can you ooncoivo it possible that 
I would conaidor it worth any man's while 
to take such a small sum as fivo or six 
hundred dollars. Of coarse I quite appre- 
ciate what is behind It all. Further tnaa 
this I do not care to say." 

The accused has been aoting commissioner 
of onatoma ainoe the creation of the Depart- 
ment of Trade and Commerce. Before the 
Coatonndepartmentbecame partof the Trade 
departnaent, Mr. Watters waa assiatanti 
commlRsioner of cuatoms, Mr. Parmalee 
being commiaaioner. Mr. Parmaleo bcoamo 
deputy minister of trade, and as Hon. Mr. 
Wallace had just assumed charge of tho 
department, he did not care to n)ako any 
permanent appointment to the comir.ifsoner- 
ahip of cuatoma until ho had an opportunity 
of judging of Mr. W'attera' capacity. Ab 
aoon as the Controller heurd to-night what 
had happened, he sent up a noto to Mr. 
Watters' houBo suspending hiiu i^rom duty. 
Tho accused will appear before Magistrate 
O'Gara to-morrow morning, 

.Sir Maokou/.io Howell went to Toronto to- 
night to attend tho annual meeting of the 
Canadian Prets AaBOolation. 

Lord and Jjady Aberdeen returned to 
Ottawa to-night. 

Tho Minister of Financo has notified his 
oonstituonts that ho will not again bo a can- 
didate for Kings, N.B. , and tho Liberal 
Conservatives will meet on February 14 to 
nominate a candidate. Han. Mr, Foster 
will run in York county.

First Annnal Convention of the Asso- 
ciated Farmers of British 
Columbia. 



TnberculoBiB Amone Cattle Discassed 
at Lengrtlt— Other Important 
Business Transacted. 



The first rcguUr annual meeting of the 
Provincial Diiryman'a Asaooiation was 
held in the Board oi Trado building yoater- 
day, Ihoro were present a largo number of 
delegates attending the oonvention the ^or• 
tloultural Society and Fruit Growers' As- 
aooiation hold the provioua day and others, 
among whom were Hon. J. H. Turner, Col. 
Prior, M.P., and soverai ladies. 

Mr. Andoraon waa appointed to thn ohair 
and after the minutea of the preliminary 
meeting had tie>!n read and adopted, said 
that there wore now before the iegisiaturo 
two measures which have been in operation 
In Oatario for the pout five or six years and 
be thought would work here. 

(The secretary said the committee on tn- 
bercuiosis were not yet ready to report. 

Mr. Cunningham thought that something 
should be done to get rid of and prevent the 
reappearance of tubarouloala. This part of 
the l5ominion waa, ho aalcl, well adapted to 
dairying, and ovorythiog ahouid be done to 
aeoure its freedom f rem diaoaae. As a mem- 
ber of the oommitteo appointed to deal with 
tuborculosia ho atated that ho and another 
of the oommittoa had mot in Vancouver, 
and as thoy had not recolved the holp of 
other oommifctoumon thuy oamo to tho oon- 
oluaion tli*t they would delay their report. 

Tno aocrotary road aomo corroapondoncn 
from Mr. RDbortEon, tho Dominion dairy 
conimiaaioner. 

Mr. Goorgo Mucrao epoko of tho ditlioul 
ties which the local dairymoo had onoouncor 
od. The diaoovary of tubarculoais among 
hia own oattlo had been moat injatioua tu 
him individually, and ho believed the dia 
eaaa to b3 a five years' aoc baok to the 
dairy industry of the Provinco. Ha review 
ed uc some length his poaition in regard to 
the diseased cattle and oondouinod, to a car 
tain extent, present mothoda of inspeoting 
cattle. 

The chairman aatced for a praotioal solu- 
tion of the question at issuo. 

Major Mutter waa glad to learn that the 
meeting waa a representative ono, and 
thought that oa the ininiater of agriculture, 
Hon. Mr. Turner, waa present some valu- 
able information on tuberoulcais and on the 
method of dealing with it here C3uld be 
gained. The {armera were bhemseives to 
blame, he contended, if they did not reoeive 
more satisfaction from the government, 
and Hon. Mr. Tamer, minister of 
agrionltnre, could not be expected to 
luaow what was pusszling the olevarest 
experts of England. The farmers had not 
combined as they should have done to se- 
cure data for the asaistanoe of the honorable 
Minister in bis earnest efforts to deal 
with the diaease. He, therefore, pro- 
posed that a committee be formed before the 
meeting adjourned to act in tho matter. 
Dairying he bolisvod to be one of the moat 
important induatriea of the provinoa and 
the farmers who auflfored from tho tubarcu- 
loaia regulations ahouid bo oompenaated in 
aomo way. He would, however, leave off 
tho committee which ho auggeated anyone 
who had been directly aifeoted. 

Mr. Maorae wanted to know what hia 
poaition on tho eubjeot would probably be. 
A committee had already waited upon tho 
government, but had obtained little aatief ac- 
tion. 

Mr. Booth, M.P.P., aaid tho queition ia 
so difBoult a ono to handle that the govern- 
ment should be especially cautious in deal- 
ing with it. The precautions necessary did 
not differ materially from those neoessary in 
the caaoa of miik, beef, pork, etc., uaed 
without inspaotion. 

Hon. J. H. Turner, who had dropped into 
the meeting while on hia way to attend an- 
other gathering, aaid lia should have liked 
to bear more opinions on the tnberculoais 
(juoation, but agreed with Major Mutter in 
regard to the appointment of a committed, 
as auggested by that gentleman. He aym- 
pachized with the farmers who had suffered, 
but their trouble waa of snob serious Im- 
iwrtanoe that it was, he said, hard to deal 
-with it. The farmers here were not the only 
ones who had been injured by tubsronlosis, 
but in the United States great destruction 
had also been wrought by the disease. He 
had shown the Dominion aot to Mr. Macrae 
and had advised him to report bis aituation 
to the Minister of Agtioulturo at Ottawa, 
and ao comply atrictly with the regulations. 
Ho would then possibly obtain oomponaa- 
tlon for hia loeseB. At tho time 
he (Mr. Turner) had telegraphed 
Hon. Mr. Divie to lay tho matter 
before tho Ottawa govornmont, but owing 
to special ciroumatancoa tho governriiont 
could not act. Siuoo that time, however, 
he had been glad to eoa that the matter was 
receiving attention. Tuborculobiu had, 
he said, always oxiatod, but oui of tho groat 
OBUsas of its recent inoroaao in aomo uoud- 
tries, v/aa that cattle wore pampered aud 
overfed in ordor to got big imniediato ro- 
turna from them. The compensation (|uea- 
tion he believed to he a legitimate ono for 
thoao preaent to couaidor, but in hia opinion 
the Dominion government was reaponaiblo. 
Mr. Macrae's case had brought tho subject 
very near homo ; but tho priuciplo Involved 
existed in other industries. Something 
sbontd unqncBlionably be done to prevent 
the milk of diseaaad oattle being sold for 
use. He concluded by saying that the 
government was doing everything possible 
to relieve the situation, and he hoped the 
farmers would carefully look after their own 
intoresta. 

In answer to certain questions, Hon. Mr. 
Turner aaid he believed the inapeotor of 
tuberculosis to bo a thoroughly praotical 
man, and hia opinion waa borno out by all 
his inapectionB of oattlo thua f^r. Regard 
ing the oomplamt that tho inapeotor had 
paaaod ovor many cases, ho supposed tho 
Innpeclor had not aa yot had time to com- 
plete the work of iuspootion, which, more- 
over, had heon nioro or leas delayed in order 
that the fooling of thin medting should bo 
oacortainoii. 

Dr. Cromptou aaked whether any acionti- 
fio diagnosis had boon mado of tho carcanoa 
of cattle which had boou destroyed. This 
he believed Mr. Roper, tho preaent inapeo- 
tor, to bo inoapablo of doing. 

Hon. Mr. Turner obaervcd in reply that 
ha uudoratood a profcaoional man had in- 
apootod the cattle boforo thoy had been 
deatroyed. 

Mr. Sabin aaid that he know of HO head 
which had been deatroyed on account of the 
disease which wore in fact perfectly aound. 

Col. Prior, M.P., and Mr. Booth, M.P.P. , 
haviog made a few observationa, 

Mr. Cunningham, as a member of the 
committee appointed by tho association to 
report on the dieeaae, said that he had been 
familiar with all the facts brought cut by 
the discussion, and therefore felt it unwise 
to deal single handed with the qneation. 
With all due respect to Mr. Maorae, he 
thought that hia oattle were very susceptible 



to disease owing to the manner in which they 
had been housed. He advocated airy, com- 
fortable barns with elevated floora aa a good 
preventative of disease, and read an article 
dealing with the subject. Mr. Macrae's 
herd was, he saidi' « credit to the province, 
and included seme of the finest animals he 
had ever seen. 

Major Mutter asked for inform&tion as to 
whether a veterinary surgeon had been 
present with Mr. Sabin and Mr, Roper at 
the. time of the destruotion of the thirty 
head of cattle which had been referred to. 

Mr. Sabin aaid so far as he knew there 
was not. 

Mr. George Deans objected to the dis- 
crimination exercised by the inspector in 
the tnspeotion of some cattle and not of 
others, 

A general discusaion followed in which 
Mr. Renouf remarked that Jersey oattle 
were very healthy in their native islands, 
where ezoelleBt stabling facilities existed, 
but were complained of as being the reverse 
here. 

Mr. Stevens raised a point as to the 
obtainment and administration of tubercu- 
lin. 

The meeting adjourned at one o'clock for 
lunch. 



Before commencing the aiternoon'a busi- 
neaa the chairman drew the attention of the 
meeting to certain creamery meeting no- 
tices and also to a letter from Mr. A. B. 
Maokeozie, loorstary of the Fruit Growers 
AssociatioD of Vancouver, mentioning that 
their annual exiaibition will be held between 
the 8th and 12ch of October. 

The chairman, referring to the business of 
the morning eeasion, said ho thought Msjor 
Mutter's idea of appointing only local men 
on the tuberculosis committee was not ad- 
viaablo. 

A general discussion followed on Major 
Mutter's motion, " That a committee be ap- 
pointed to make inquiry into the subject of 
tubcroulosia and report to the Minister of 

Agriculture what information they can 
obtain." 

Tho motion waa then adopted and the 
following committee appointed : Moaara. H. 
BoBtook, C. E. Renouf, George Daane, 
Thomas Cunningham, Joenph Rodgers, E. 
A Wells, Mijor Mutter and J. Sluggett. 

Tho oieotion of ollicora waa then pro- 
ceeded with, the roBult that Mr. T. Cua- 
nlngham was eleoti d president, Mr. H. Bos- 
took vice-president, and Mr. A. H. B. Mac- 
gowan, Booretary and treasurer. 

Mr. Caawoll, previous to his exhibition of 
tho Babcock toator, read a paper on "The 
Care and Handling cf Milk." 

Tho paper is as follows : 

In Bpouking of this subjoot, some consid- 
eration and a little patience is asked, not 
that I wish to olTdr an excuse or in any way 
belittle the subject matter of this paper, but 
long before my time dairymen took care of 
and handled milk. But in what manner ? 
And wherein doea the average dairyman, at 
the present poriod of advanced dairy 
Boionoo, show that ho haa kept pace with 
the times! How many up-to-date dairy- 
men do you know of in your section ? You 
can count them on your fingers and still 
have a digit or two left. 

To sell milk to the consumer, satisfy him 
and keep his trade, clean milk, free from 
contamination, unadulterated and at the 
same time giving all that the cow provides, 
becomes a necessity. To sell milk to the 
creamery or cheese factory the same rule 
applies. You cannot expect your butter or 
cheese maker to produce an article that will 
sell readily and command the top price 
when you supply him with poor material. 
Give him honest milk, free from objection- 
able features, then his skill will he apparent 
and you may look for the best results. 
Someone aaya this means additional labor. 
I ask you do you expect aomethlng for 
nothing ? Your answer is, No. Well, that 
ie about what it means when you supply 
faulty milk. I am not, however, going to 
touch any point outside tho care and hand- 
ling of milk, Yuur cows are in the barn, 
and this, of course, ia built and kept on 
proper principles. The cows are ready for 
the milker's hand. Here I must ask, for 
many reasons, that each one milks hia own 
string regularly. They must be olean milk- 
ers ; thia has a two-fold moaning. But I 
have particular reference to the cleanly 
part of tho business. 

By no means allow your holp to milk with 
a wot hand. After a person haa milked a 
cow or two Just take the pains to notice his 
hands and probably you will find something 
dropping into the pail. Where else can it 
go buD into the milk, and what ia more 
abominable than thia moisture from the hot, 
dirt^ hands and udder, filling the milk with 
its foal flavor, not fit to drink and equally 
as unsuitable for manufacturing. Butter or 
cheese the product of sooh milk, the longer 
you keep them the more unsaleable they 
become. Milk with a dry band and as well 
have a clean hand. After your oow is 
milked at onoe strain and aerate the milk. 

Those who use a screen or gauze strainer 
commit a great fault from the fact that 
iks action ia on the suction prin- 
ciple ; it deposits and holds tht 
filth on tho surface of tho strainer 
ready for the next pailful of milk to strike 
and force tho finer portion through the 
atrainer. Much l)otter are tho cone or pyra- 
mid atrainorB bo conatructed that the motion 
ot tl'e milk ia a rotary ono, ooti.inually 
throwing to thooutaido all lillh, thus keop- 
luy tlio Htr.'.inor froo from dirt. I certainly 
recomtn'-Tui a strainer that doea away with 
cloth of any kind. 

Tho proceaa of aeration ahouid take place 
while the straining la going on. For when 
tlio milk io freah from the cow its faults are 
more readily got rid of. Then tho animal 
odor and any others that may bo in the 
milk are in the form of a gas, and being ex- 
posed to the air easily pass off. Right hero 
lot me say this operation must take plaoo 
where you have pure air. Prof. Robertson 
Is Authority for the statement that these 
odors are nothing more nor less than bao- 
tcria, and when exposed to the air they oeaae 
to exiat, subject of couraa to pure air at a 
lower temperature than tho milk. How- 
ever, by careful aeration you extend the life 
of yonr milk, mako it a more palatable food, 
kni put it in such shape that a manufac- 
turer can have more onanoe to produce a 
Isnoy article than if otherwise. 

I will juat add a word here regarding the 
uEo of *' preservatives." Their use and 
ahuao stand very closo together, ]o cloaa in 
fact that I fear their use at all. 

Your milk ia now ready for tho milk 
houao. Keep thia plaoo clean, well lit and 
give plenty of ventilation. A tight floor is 
needful, and keep milk aud milk alone in 
thia room. I ehall not speak of aotting milk 
or handling it by the separator process as I 
am in this paper trying to reach the milk 
vendor. 

Evoryond has hia own particular way of 
taking oaro cf milk vessels aud utcnaila. 
I^ut there is, after all ia eaid and done, tho 
right way, and that ia to thoroughly clean 
you;: oana and uOonaila by first removing the 
scum and dirt with tepid water, then waah 
well, using some of the many good com- 
pounda that are to be had ; then aoild and 
rinao and hang out in the aun and air so that 
thoy will lose that oIobo ameii that ao dis- 
tinctly bolonga to tho dairy's utonaila. 

In conclusion, see that your cows are not 
abused. See that thoy get at any and all 
times plenty of pure water. Have your 
barn ao constructed that ventilation Is tho- 



rough and at the same time will keep them 
comfortable. Keep it clean as well aa its 
Burroundinga, and keep the oowa olean. 
Milk them clean with clean hands uaed by 
clean milkers who are cleanly in their 
habits. Strain and sarate yonr milk pro- 
perly. Keep all the ntensils that come in 
contact with your product in a proper man- 
ner. Always remember that milk that is 
cooling is juat then absorbing qualities from 
Ito surroundings. 

While Mr. Caswell waa preparing bia'ap- 
paratuB fur oxhibltlon the hoard of directors 
for ths enaning year was chosen. 

Mr. Ons Hadwen then read the following 
paper on 

THE ADVANTAOVS OF CO OrERATIVE 
DAIttVINQ. 

Tho present dairy system of Britiah Col- 
umbia ia in a critical ataga of traneilion. 
Competition from Eastern Canada and the 
Northwest Torritoriea, which are Bonding 
aa Uree quantitiea of creamery butter, in- 
vites the home oonaumer and tho town 
storekeeper to compare the uniformly good 
qualitiea, and the regularity of aupply of 
the imported article with tho lack of those 
same qualitiea in the home aupply. Hith- 
erto the B. C. farmer brought in to the local 
store on a Saturday the wetk'a churning, 
frequently in an unattractive form, and took 
baok grooeries in exchange. Probably this 
butter stays a couple of days in the atore, 
taking in meanwhile, in addition to ita own 
natural fiivor, all the Savors and aromaa of 
tho surrounding groceries. Thia butter is 
set out with six or a dozen other small lota 
—some good, some bad — on another counter. 

Now,7 ask, has this butter had a fair 
chance, and Is It likely to compete favorably 
with butter made from one day's cream 
properly put up and sealed up in a nloe 
clean tub, It is for us to ascertain how 
tills butter, against wbioh we have to oom- 
pete, is made and under what system it ia 
produced. 

Co-operative dairying is comparatively 
recent, and wherever (utroduced it has iu- 
oroaaed the prosperity nf that country Io a 
ujarked degree. In 1865 Denmark exported 
only 10,000,000 lbs. of butler of an inferior 
quality, in 1892 she exported 170,000,000 
lbs., and this of a very high quality, in fact 
she practically monopoliaca the Engliah 
market. Her aucaesa arlaoa from tho fact 
thit ainoe tho introduction in ISSl of acion- 
tific and oo oporal vo dairying, there ore 
over 1,500 croamcriee in that country, and 
thia with an area equal to only half the 
farming lands of Ontario. 

'The diatriot of Cork, Ireland, after 
introducing improved dairy m-ilhoda, 
haa increaaed tho value of her 
butter till now her first class, though 
liiiiited iu quantity, iotches tho top 
price in tho London market. 'The Danish 
oompetit'on compelled her to improve, 
which waa followed with good results. 

The effect nf efforts of the Dominion and 
provincial governments in encouraging the 
eatabliabmeut of creumeriea and obeeae 
factoi'i&a, and in appointiug inapoctors, haa 
had surprieiog results, more eapecially in 
the case ot Ontario, in tho largo increase in 
the cheese exports of Canada. From under 
$2,000,000 in 1872, the cheese exports have 
increased to $13,600,000 in 189.3. Canada 
exporting now some 134,000,000. pounds of 
cheese. Ontario alone has about 800 cheese 
factories, of which a single county (Leeds) 
owns 76. 

Let US now consider the advantages to the 
farmer and producer. Of these, one of the 
most important ia, I think, that he receives 
Cash for his product, instead of bartering 
butter for grooeries. This affects him in- 
directly, as you well understand, in a 
voriety of ways, aa 

1. Ho can buy whore lie likoa, and in a 
more advantagoouj manner for cash. 

2. It onaurea hia market ; at present it is 
uncertain aud daily becoming more so. 

3. It is a saving of labor. This I might 
say aflacta principally the wife of the aet- 
tler, and in how many caaes I ask you has 
butter making in tho heat of the summer 
been the last atraw on tho cimel'a baok '! 

A creamery or a ohaeao factory haa iu a 
number of ways advantages over a private 
dairy. It can afford to have tho very beat 
machinery, whioh extracts a larger percent- 
age of fat orcheoao from the milk, and ia, of 
oourse, aaaistod in this by tho most im- 
proved methods of butter and cheese mak- 
ing. It haa greater facilities for dispoaing 
of ita products and can guarantee a regular 
and constant aupply of a uniform article, 
and in consequence can command a higher 
price than the average farmer. 

Butter that is made from one day's 
cream is of neoeasity better than that 
made from • variety of creams from 
one to seven or eight days old. 
Aocordiog to the quotations taken from the 
Hat of prices in the wholesale market of 
Toronto, creamery butter has averaged 4 to 
5 cents more than the best dairy bntter for 
the last two years, and as bntter costs some 
3^0. to So. to make it ia clear that tho 
creamery p&trcns received more for their 
oream than the private dairymen received 
for their butter. From theae lists another 
lesson may bo taken, viz -. that after the 
effiirts of the travelling dairy, dairy butter 
during ISfl.S ISOt waa 1^ oenta higher than 
in 1892 ISli:! Aa thia moana about f 7.")(),I)(J0 
to tho I'rovinco of Ontario one may judge 
what good a travelling dairy might do in 
Britiah Columbia. 

There is room for at least throe or four 
fjctoriea in thia province, and it ia a alur on 
tho ontorpriao of tho farmers of Britiah Col- 
umbia that wo cannot boiat of a single 
croiimery to day. Ontario and Quebec aro 
worthy oxamplea before UB, ivhiia Lho Mari- 
time Provinoeaand IheNorthweatTerritoriea 
are putting us to shame by their entorprieo. 
Never was a better olimato made for a oow, 
pure water in abundance and pasture 
frequently for over seven months of the 
yoar. Where, then, are our excuaea ? The 
climate must bo relaxing iudeod if wo allow 
thia ilaod of imported butior, cheese and 
condensed milk to continuo 

There are many points whioh wo must at- 
tend to, however, to seoure all the ad- 
vantages of these factories. 

The stock must be Improved, and must be 
hotter fed and better housed. 

Pen and paper will aoon find out If a oow 
ia paying for her board. Many of the cows 
kept here aro not, or at all events are not 
paying enough. How many cowa are there 
in tho province whioh average more than 
150 to 200 lbs. of butter to the cow ? I 
think by far tho smaller half. I doubc if 
the average is more than 100. 

At preaent food, such aa bran, crushed 
grain and oilc tkea are too high to bo uaed 
very profitably, but if tho demand incrcaees 
tho aupply will incroaso ulao, and tho deal- 
ers will come down in price. Tho increaao 
of Btock which would naturally repult it 
dairying were to becomo moro profiluble 
than it is at preaent, with a conalderablo 
leaaening of tho drudgery wliich unfortu- 
njtoly ia uaaooiuted with it, will bring 
about that biphor olaea of farming which ia 
BO doairablo. To maintain tho fertility of 
our farma wo must of noceaaity keep stock, 
and ao ono of tho pioneora of Engliah agri- 
cultural writora aaid, " keep much cattle to 
grow much corn."

DIssoIntion of Parliameut Predicted 
as the Immediate Beanlt of 
the Judgment. 



Toronto, Jan. 30.— (Special)— The au 
noanoeDienl) of the deolBlon cf the Privy 
Connoil in the Manitoba Hahool oase oansed 
oonaidecable exoltement in politioal ciroloa 
here to-day. The genorai oplDion ia that 
the elections will bo brought on at onoo. 

Hon. D. H. MoMiilan, provincial troasurtr 
for M.anltob», who is 06 preBonl in Toronto, 
is reported to have aaid : " The Manitoba 
Bohool deolslon waa not unexpected. Oar 
counsel advised us that the 
marks of their lordships during the 
argument indicated that the appeai would 
be aliowed. The deoiaion does not affect ua 
In the least. There la no way by whioh the 
Dominion government oan oompei the pub- 
lio support c f separate aohoola in Manitoba, 
nnlcaa ihoy sell the sobool landa they own 
up there uiid give the revenue for that pur 
pose. Then the separate sohools would be 
kept up at the oxpenae of the country at 
iargo. Tho p-joplo of M*oitob» knew what 
kind of a aohool ayatem they wanted and 
any attempts on bohiilf of the Uominlon to 
overrule their wlehea would ba so much 
time thrown away." 

Hon. Cliflford Sifton, Attornoy-Gonaral 
for Manitoba, who is also here anid : " Tho 
decision makes no differonoo to ue ; wo have 
estnbliBhod a common school eyetoin for uli, 
and will raiintain it. Ic scmo (|uartorB 
there is an idea abroad that tho i^omnn 
Catholics of Manitoba aro being unfairly 
treated. That is a great mistake. Wo aro 
treating them neither woree nor better, and 
no difiorent from the Protestants. At tho 
time wo abolished stato separate schools, 
there were about eighty in eiietence. Forty 
of them have already become common 
Bohools. Nearly all would have acme in 
by this time, had it not been for 
thia contest. They are being kept 
out by being told that their own 
scbooi aystem will again be organized. 
It never will. The great majority of the 
Roman Catholioa prefer oar common soboola 
beoanae they are better than their own and 
they know it. The judgment was no snr- 
priie to the Manitoba government, and 
would make no diffaronoe to them. They 
were bound to have one efiSoient aohool 
syatem for all, would treat all alike and 
oared little whether the Dominion passed 
remedial legislation or not. They had taken 
their stand, it was a conBtituttonal one and 
they were prfrfeoily satisfied'" 

Hon. G. W. Robs, minister of education 
for Ontario, said : " So the Roman Catho- 
lioa were within their rights In appealing to 
the Privy Council for a reversal of tho judg 
ment of ihe Supreme court. They felc that 
the previous decision was not in accordanco 
with their interpretation of the Manitoba 
act. This dccisioQ will introduce into the 
House of Commons a topic which, if not 
judioiously handled, will arouse a i;reat deal 
of contention and sectarian animosity." 

Prof. Gold win Smith said :" It ia not 
unlikely that the Dominion elecliona will 
take place before tho session ia hold. Had 
this matter been decided the other way, 
another session would have been held and 
Newfoundland taken into the Confederation. 
Today's deoision may alter the government 
programme." 

Dalton McCarthy, who argued tho ques- 
tion on behalf of Manitoba before the Privy 
Connoil in 1892, said : "Tho deoision shows 
the wisdom of what I then advocated. In 
the general elections of 1891 Sir John 
Thompson promised the Roman Catholic 
ohurch that if it were found constitutional 
the minority in Manitoba could come to the 
Dominion parliament for redress, and by 
that promise got their votes and escaped 
the wrath of tho hierarchy. The hierarchy 
will now demand a definite understanding 
before the eleotions are brought on. The 
hlerarohy has been fooled long enough, and 
now that the question la back in its old 
poaitlon they will inilBt that the matter be 
settled. If the Bowell government will 
give satlafaotory promisca to the hierarchy 
no donbt the Coosorvativea will got the 
Roman Catholics, but If thoy do not they 
will probably go the other way." 

Archbishop VVaUh said : " I cannot say 
what action will bo taken by tho Manitoba 
Catholics, but I expected such a decision 
and am nob at all ourpri.'iBd." 

Editor Walah of tho Catholio Register 
gave us hi8 opinion thac the decision in- 
volves tho right of tho Citholloa to petition 
against the act which deprives them of their 
rights. These righia were rooognizod by 
tho Anglican Hiahop of Rupert's Lund, who 
warned tho dominant party that these 
rights must bo ultimately recognized. It is 
not a question purely secular. Tho Mani- 
toba ectioolo are puroly denominational, 
consequently Roman Oitholloa cannot send 
their children to these schools, and being 
deprived of tho govornmont aid guurnnteed 
to thorn when they entered tho conff^dera- 
tion, tho children In many oases atlendcd 
no schools at all. I have no doubt that i.n 
avrangomont will be made that will satisfy 
tho juat demands of the Catholics. 

Tho Orangemen of this city have already 
taken action to prevent tho (jnvornment 
from yielding to tlio presauro of Quebec and 
attempting to interfere with Manitoba. 

The Empire, aommontlng on the Privy 
Counoil'tf deolaiou, saya : " The Governor in 
oounoil mnst now hear the minority's oaee, 
and upon tho merits of that okso the aotion 
to be taken will have to bo determined. It 
ia atlll and ought to remain a legal and con- 
stitutional qneBtioD, whioh should be dealt 
with in the same dispassionate and impar- 
tial manner followed by the late Sir John 
Thornpaor, There may be a desire la some 
quartera to iLflamo pr< judicoa and treat tho 
subject once more as a football of politics, 
but no friend of U.»nada will desire to aco 
that couroo pursued or will countenance any 
mnvo in that direction. 

Mo.ntheal, Jan. 30. — (Special) — Tho 
news that tho Kcgliah Privy Council had 
allowed tho appeal of the Manitoba Cath- 
olics In tho school quoallon was received 
with oatiafaotion by tho Rotnan Githolics 
and has formed tho subject of general con- 
voraation. Liberals and Conservatives alike 
agree in sayiug that the Immodiato result 
will bo tho diiisolution of tho Dominion par- 
liament and an appeal to tho people. Tho 
French press all Insiat upon remedial legia- 
latioQ.

of tho early mothods of dairy farming, as 
they are still followed to some extent among 
the unprogroasive farnrera of tho present 
day. With them little attention is paid to 
the breeding of dairy cows. Thoy conaider 
one cow as good os another so long as she 
oan pick her own living the greater part of 
the year, and store up enough energy in tho 
shape of fat, Qesh and a heavy coat of hair 
to get safeiy through tho winter. If ehe 
suoceds in getting through the winter she ia 
expeoted to produce a calf. If the calf 
turns out to be a female it is generally 
allowed to live — if it can do so — on milk of 
which a largo portion of the butter fat has 
been taken, and perhaps sometimes is 
sour. The calves that live through the 
first winter are conaidered out of 
danger and bardy enough for good 
dairy cows, although their ancoetora 
may have boen very poor milk stock. All 
the malo calvca, except porhapa one, are 
slain at birth, lost, perhaps, there might 
not bo enough skim milk and butter to go 
round. 

By this method of interbreeding the 
dairy stock would soon become degenerated 
and unprofitable. 

But thure are a large number of more io- 
telllgont furmora who introduce new blood 
Into their herds in the shape of thorough- 
bred siros. These men generally attend our 
conventions, and have found by oxperienoe 
and by what they bate learned from others, 
that a OQw, in order to bo profitable, must 
posseas the natural qualifioations for that 
particular branch of farming or dairying. 

When breeding for beof they have learned 
to select animals of tho Shorthorn, Here- 
ford or Polled Angus breeds. For dairy 
purposes somo prefer the Jersey or tboir 
gradea, as boiug tho beat ior private dairies 
and family use, while tho Ayrahlro and Hol- 
ateln, while producing a largo quantity of 
good milk and a good sized o.\U 
every yettr,and a largo carcaso for the butcher 
In tho end, are considered by many to bo 
tho most profitable for cheese and butter 
making and for general farm cows. 

With tho improvement of stock wo find 
an improved and more liberal system of 
feeding adopted, Many people have Intro- 
duced the alio, and their cows having green 
food all winter come out aleek and healthy 
in tho spring, ready for a good aeason's 
work. In tho picvlrco of Ontario many 
have adopted the plan of winter dairying, 
having green feed stored up in the summer 
to do their cows all winter, thereby having 
frosh butter for market at a time of the year 
when it will bring tho highest price. Bat 
as our winti rs are much shorter and less 
severe than theirs, and having good pasture 
most of the year, it is not always thought 
advisable to adopt that plan. By having 
our calves come early in tho spring we 
can raise tho ones from choloe oowa 
to inoroasa the stock and fatten 
the others for tho bntoher. By this method 
qolto an income is derived by the time yon 
are ready to use the milk for dairy pnrpo--e. 

Years ago very little attention was paid ro 
the quality of the milk, or to the oompu-t- 
tion of the different kinds of feed for oattlc, 
and farniera were not in a position to feed bo 
as to give the best results. The oow was 
simply required to give a raasonable quantity 
— regardless of qnality — during that part of 
tha year when ahe could pick for herself, 
with perhaps a little straw and pickings 
from the horse-manure pile for dessert. 

But within the iaet few years we have ex- 
perimental farma and dairy aohoola where 
tests are being mada for our benefit, show- 
ing na the composition and feeding value of 
different plants and huw best to preserve 
them for fodder. Wo are also taught the 
composition of milk, and with the aid of the 
Babcock milk ttBter wo oan tell its value 
Wo find that to get the best returns 
from the oow it is necessary to keep her 
milking to her full capacity at least ten 
months of the year, and to feed her during 
the two remaining months, so that she will 
gain In flesh and be in good condition to 
begin another year. 

For profitable dairying there are certain 
requirements, some of which we have 
already mentioned. 

We must have the right breed of cattle. 
It is a great mistake to milk the beefing 
breeda, and It ia just aa great a mistake to 
beef the milking breeda. If you want milk- 
ers have your heifers drop their calves when 
they are two years old, and milk them tbo 
full milking period of ton months even if 
they only give a small amount during the 
latter part of that period. It Is best to 
have them oalve when on good grass so that 
their nddezs are well extended the first 
summer. 

Have warm, dry, well ventilated 
comfortable buildings, kept at an even tem- 
perature. Keep the cows clean, and give 
them a good bed. Keep them under shelter 
during cold rains, or the loss will bo great. 
Feed all they oan digest properly. 

The cow ia an animal of habit more than 
any other animal on the farm, and yon must 
bo punctual in caring for her. Let tho same 
hands milk the samo cow and In the same 
order. If poasiblo do not vary in tho least 
iu tho time of cummencing to milk. 

Try to make the cow oa comlortablo as 
poBsiblo while you are milking her, and if 
aho kicka you over dou'c bit htr with tho 
milking atool, or kick hor in return. Take 
Prof. Herd's advice, and go and kick tho 
barn door or milking stool until tho fit is 
over. I^indne8a ia the aure way to munagu 
a kicking cow. Good hoifers aro often con- 
verted into bad kiokora by harah treatment. 
If you want to get tho moat profit out of a 
oow be gontlo with hor. 

In oonoluaion I would aay thsit It is tho 
writor'a opinion that thoro tiro too many 
farmers in our own province, having per- 
h»pa only a small herd of aay eight or ten 
oows, who neglect thom, thinking that they 
do not poy lor " ■•oh care; whilo if they 
would unite their • ll'urts, h*vlng their milk 
hcndlod at one place by an experienced 
dairyman, and uae tho improved facilities 
as the cream separator and Bibcock tester, 
at tho same time taking proper care uf their 
cows, they would find it a very profitable 
business, aa there is no good oow worth say 
S(>0, that) will not pay for herself in one 
aeJiaon, if properly taken oare of. 

The meeting adjourned at 5 o'clock to tho 
call of the president to whatever place ho 
may sen fit. The next meeting will bo held 
on the first Tuesday in August next.

TBS MANITOBA OASB. 

The deoiaioa of the Jndioial Conimlttee of 
the Privy Goanoil in the Manitoba school 

case is one of very great importanoe. The 
question has attracted a groat deal of 
attention, and is one in which many fool a 
deep interest. It ia c3nBidered by many to 
a£fect not only Manitoba, but other pro- 
Tinoes of the Dominion. A» the rights 
of religioaa bodies are involved in it, it 
is to bo feared that the matter will 
not bo 80 calmly and diepaesionatoly con- 
sidered aa its merits and its importance de- 
serve. 

It should be remembered that the ques- 
tion decided by the committee of the Privy 
Coanotl is wholly one of law — the interpreta- 
tion to be given to parte ot the British North 
America Act, 1867, which is the Constitu- 
tion of the DominioD, and to sections and 
Bub-aeotions of the Manitoba Act, 1870| 
whioh is the Constitution of the Province of 
Manitoba. 

Aa there will no doubt be a great deal 
said and written about the Manitoba school 
question in the near future, it may bo as 
well to reoall to the romembrance of our 
readers some of the leading faots connootod 
with the now celebrated Manitoba Sohool 
oontroversy. 

In 1890 the Legialatore of that province 
paBBod a law eatabliahing a system of non- 
Bootarian common school edooation. The 
Roman Catholica of the province conaidered 
themeolvea ugnriovcd by thia legislation. 
Thoy do not approve of what hae been called 
"godless education." They believe that 
religion should be taught in the sohoola and 
their oonscicncea will not allow them to 
send their childrun to achoola in which the 
religion they bulievo in Is not taught. They 
look upon it us u hardahip to bo forced by 
la IV to pay for the maiutcnaoco of achoola 
to whioh they cannot ia oaascience send 
their children. Suoh a law, they say, com- 
pola thorn either to do violence to thoir con- 
aoienco by aending thoir children to achoola 
in which religion ia not taught or to sup- 
port achoola of whioh thoy do not approve 
out of their own pofkota. It is not fair, 
they contend, for the law of the country, 
whioh ought to treat all alike, to place any 
denomination of Christiana in this position. 
[Chore are alao Proteatanta in Manitoba who 
hold tho aanie views aa to education, and 
who complain in tho aaino way. 

Moat people know that the Britieh North 
Amerioa Act places iimitationa on the power 
of provincial legislatures to make laws with 
respect to oducation. Tho minority of any 
provinca which had aoparato eohools estab- 
liahed by law previous to its ontranco into 
the confederation is entitled to retain thorn. 
Id thia tho Manitoba Act diQora slightly 
from the British America Aot. Snb-seotion 
(1) of Section 22 of the Manitoba Aot, 
reads as follows : 

Nothing in any auoh law shall prejudici- 
ally afTcct any right or privilege with re- 
spect to denominational eohoola, which any 
<!laBs of porsoDB have by law or practice in 
tho Province at tho Union. 

Tho words "or practice" are not in tho 
British North Amerioa Aot. As tho 
datboUoa of ' Aianiloba considered that they 
bad at the /UbIod •' by practice " if nob by 
lawi denominational shools, they contested 
the oonatitutioDallty of the Manitoba School 
Aat of 1890. The Manitoba oourta decided

that the law was valid. An appoal was 
taken to the Supreme Court of Canada, and 
that court, conaiBtlog of five judges, unani- 
monsly decided that the law was ultra vires. 
The case wu tliea taken to Bofciand, and 
the Jndioial Committee held that the Mani- 
toba Sohool Aot of 1800 was valid. 

It was then considered by moat people 
that the Manitoba sohool quoBtlon was set- 
tled once for all. Bat that waa not tho 
opinion of Arohbishop Tache and the leaders 
and advisers of the Roman Catholics of 
Manitoba. They believed that the British 
North America Aot provided that, under 
oertain oiroumatanoea, the minority whioh 
felt aggrieved by the legislation of the ma- 
jority, in tho matter of religious education, 
had a right to appeal to the Governor-Gen- 
eral in Connoil, and they consequently eent 
petitions to Ottawa. Here again the decis- 
ion depended upcn the way in which the 
la IT should bs authoritatively int-erpreted. 
The Government considered it best to got au 
authoritative decision on tho aubjoct of the 
petitions. A oaao was conscqueutly made 
out and submitted to the Supreme Court of 
Canada. The petitioners rested their case on 
the following sub-section of seotion 93 of the 
British North Amerioa Act, and sub-sectiooa 
2 and 3 of the Manitoba Act of 1870. It 
may bo well to plaOB them in parallel col- 
umns :

A series of six qnoations involviag all the 

points requiring interpretation and eiacida 

tiott were drawn up. The qneationa were 

in due time conaidered by the Supreme 

Court, and judKments were delivered at 

oonsiderable length. The answers given 

wore favorable to the contention of the 

memorialists. For instance, the answer 

" Yea " waa given to the firat queation, 

which was as followa : 

Is the appoal referred to in the said 
memorials ond petitiona and asserted there 
by such an appoal as is admissablo by sub- 
aootion .'i of section 9,'?, of tho British North 
America Act, 1807, or by aub-aection 2 of 
section 22, cf the Manitoba Aot, etc.? 

An affirmative answer waa alao given to 

the second queation : 

Ato tho grounda set forth in the petitions 
and memorials such aa may bo tho aubjoob 
of appeal under tho authority of the sub 
eectiona above referred to, or cither of them'j 

The Manitoba case was afterwards sub- 
mitted to the Judicial Committee of the 
Privy Council, with the result seen in cur 
telegrams of yesterday and to-day. 

Tho queation so far has been merely a 
legal one. The powers of the Provincial 
Liovornmonta have boon clearly defined by 
tho courta. It now remains to be seen what 
political action will be taken on the quea 
tion. It is one, as all must aee, that 
reqnirea the most careful handling, Kaeh 
cesa and indiscretion on tho part of thi 
Government may bo followed by tho most 
serious results. It la to bo hoped that tho 
loading men of the Dominion will enter 
upon the conaideratlon of the queation with 
the determination to treat all denominationa 
fairly. 

SLIORT-SIOHTUD. 

The way in whioh the organ of the Op 
poaition deals with tho latest phaao of tho 
Munitoba echool ([ueation, ia ohurucleriatic 
It looka at it from a party standpoint, and 
can only oonsider what tffjot the decision 
will have on Sir M. Boweli and his col- 
leagues. It evidently could not see far 
enough to discern that the necessity of com 
ing to o dooiaion on the aubjoct and apesking 
out plainly wiili reaped to it, will bo much 
more embirrasaing lo tho Hon. Mr. Lauricr 
than it will be to tho Conservative leader. 
Our contemporary surely must have oh' 
served bow very carefully Mr. Lanrier 
in hia speeches kept dear of that very deli 
cato aubjoot. He novor mentioned it when 
it was poaaiblo to avoid it. Xliore ia not, 
wo venture to say, tho romoteat allusion to 
that very tronbleaome topic in his very 
pretty Montrea). speoob. He is not deficient 
in taot, and he saw how diiEcult it would be 
to speak on that aobjeot to an Engliab-speak 
log Montreal audionoo in such o way as to 
win a cheer, and plaudits of all kinds are 
what tho Liberal Lon-Ior dearly loves. Tho 
Manitoba acbooi queation ia one with which 
ho oannot afford to trifle or to temporise. Ho 
muatbeforelonRspeakoutonitplaioly, He is, 
to nae the words of onr contemporary, on that 
queation in "a very awkward poaition in- 
deed." Whatever poaition ho takes and 
whatever words ho utters ho will bo sure to 
offend many whoso aupport he atrongly do- 
airos to retain. Pretty phraues and well 
turned sentenoea, meaning little or nothing, 
will not avail him In the least when speak- 
ing on this question. Both hia frionds and 
his opponents will require him to spoak 
definitely and forcibly on thia qaesticn.

Tho Speaker took the chair at 2 p.m. 

Prayers by Rev. P. MoF. Maolood. 

Mk Kidd moved for a, return showing 
the extent and boundariea of all timber 
leaeea granted to mill oompanloa or other 
parties between Secheldb and Qower Point, 
Howo Sound ; witli other information relat- 
ing to Ihn eame. Agreed to. 

Mr. Ebeiits introduoed a bill to amend 
the act for the protection of game birds and 
fiahes. Bead fk first time. 

NEW WESTMINSTER OHARTBR, 

The house went into oommittee on the 
bill to amend tho aot of incorporation of 
New Westminster olty,' with Mr. Hume in 
tbe chair, 

DIsouBsion took place in oonsequenoa of a 
question asked by Dr. Walkem, as to 
whether there is anything in the amend- 
ments whereby the Sisters' hospital, as well 
as the general public hospital, is 
to bo exempted from taxation. 
Mr. Kennedy, the promoter of the 
bill, answering thot there is not, and 
Hon. Mr. Divie remarking th»t the refusal 
of the oouDcil last year to remit the taxes as 
usual had been a very serious affjir for tho 
institution. 

The next diaouaalon was on aniimondmont 
to tho bill as introduced in tho matter of 
appeals against asaessmenta, which Mr. 
Kennedy said was prompted by tho dosira 
for protection against tho "ohronio kickers" 
who appeal every year. Mr. Eberta pro- 
tested against this innovation, holding that 
it ia absolutely necessary for proieotiou 
against ^reat iDjuetloe that there shall be 
the right of appeal. Hon. Mr. Divie argued 
to the same efftct. After further discuaaion 
the amendment was loat, the olauao remain- 
ing as originally in tho bill. 

When the section providing for placing 
the control of the police in tho hinds of 
oommissionera waa reached, Hon. Mr. Davio 
spoke strongly in approval of this aa tbe 
only proper way to govorn the polioo force, 
pointing oat that he had blmaelf introduoed 
a Bimilar amendment to the mnnioipal aot a 
few years ago; and stating that when in 
Westminster not long ago he bad beard 
complaints from the police there respecting 
the effects of aldermanio control. 

The committee rose and reported progreep, 
having adopted all bat tbe achedules of the 
bill. 

Tbe report from committee on tho Yic- 
toria Hydraulic Mining Company's bill was 
adopted, with certain amendments proposed 
by Mr, Rogers. 

NANAIMO WATKRWORKS. 

On motion to adopt tho report from com 
mittee on the Nanalmo olty waterworks 
bill. Dr. Walkem gave notice of his Inten- 
tion to move an amendment providing for a 
vote of the electors upon giving effect to tho 
act ; and also for an ofTer of fair oompensa 
tion to the waterworks company already 
carrying on operations there. He there- 
fore moved tho adjournment of tho debate, 

Hon. Mr. Davie agreed with the prin 
ciple of those amendments, which are to tbe 
same effect us those of which he has given 
notice with respect to tho Vancouver and 
Westminster bills. 

Adjournment agreed to. 

The Nanalmo official map bill waa read a 
third time and passed, 

STAVE RIVER COMPANY, 

Mr. Helmo i'en moved the aeoond read- 
ing of tho bill bo incorporate the Stave 
River Electric and Power Company, which 
he explained wants authority to take water 
from the Stave river for the purpose of 
generating eleotrioity for lighting and tram- 
way and other purposes, particularly 
in view of their desire to cstabllah 
paper mill. He pointed out that laat year 
a oonsiderable quantity of paper was shipped 
from Vancouver which bad been manufac 
tared in the states of Washington and Ore- 
gon, this shuwiog that there is an outlet for 
the product of the proposed mill. He said 
there are safeguards in the bill, to provide 
that the vested rights of other oompanies 
established within a radios of fifty miles 
shall not bo interfered with. 

Mr. Semlin thought no one could take 
exception to the propoaitlon to eatabliah a 
paper mill, but the powera asked for are 
much more far-reaching in their effect ; and 
if this company, aro like others which have 
come before the hou8e,to consider their fran 
obiae as an exclusive one within the area 
presoribed, he would have groat objeotion to 
giving them a monopoly of the powers aakod 
for. 

Hon, Cot,. Baker said he did nob under 
stand that the company ask any exclusive 
tlf,ht, which be would not favor. 

Mr. MoPhebson feared that after this 
company ia incorporated when another one 
wants to come in there will be a motion in- 
troduced for compensation just as in the 
case of tho Nanaimo city waterworks bill 
this afternoon. 

Mk. Wii.iJA.MS, wiahing to give the mat- 
ter more ooniiKioratlon, moved the adjourn- 
ment of tho dcibato. 

Hcn. Mil Davie aaid ho thought aome 
hon. members take an unneoessitily unfavor- 
able view of this bill. He rather considered 
that legislation of this nature for the promo- 
tion of public works involving tho expendi- 
ture of a largo sum of money should bo on- 
oouruged rather than opposed. Tho rights 
and powera to bo given by the aot are aufo- 
guarded by tho ineortion of the followiug 
olauao, tho provlaiona of which wore adopted 
aa a guidinf; i)ria(;lplo by tho govornmont a 
few years ago : 

" Tho powfra and privilogea conferred 
by this aot, and tho proviaiona hereof, are 
hereby declared to bo granted subjood to tho 
rights of lh(! crown, and also aubjict to any 
future legislation regarding tho subjict mat- 
ter of this But, or of tho powera or privi- 
legoa hereby conferred, which the legisla- 
ture may see fib to adopt." 

He thought that tho insoii'tion ot tbe pro- 
vision just read has mob tho objootiona of 
the petitioners against the bill, and that aa 
it now atanda it may be pasaed with groat 
advantage to tho intorcata of tbe province. 
Ho believed, us ho hnd often said before, in 
giving every encouragement to the intro- 
duction of foreign capital, and tho protec- 
tion of that capital when it is introduced, 
and whatever encouragement may be given 
to bills of this kind ho thought would bu of 
d stinob benifl; to the oommuuily. 

Mu SwouD pointed out thut with tho ex- 
press conaent. of tho promotera of tho bill a 
clause had boon inaertod in tho private bills 
committee stating that tho privileges 
granted aro not to bo oonsldored as ox- 
olueivd. 

Motion for arljournmont of debate with- 
drawn ; bill road a second time after further 
diecusaion. 

The houao adjourned at 6:30 p,m,

KING'S ROAD MISSION. 

This Now Reformed Eplseopnl GonerreKation 
Celebrates the Anniversary of Its 
Eatabllsliment. 

The first ansjivorsary of the King's road 
(R.fi) miaaioD waa celebrated Tuesday 
night, tho meeting being preceded by a sub 
atantial tea, entirely provided by tho mem- 
bers of the new church, and refieoting gt'eat 
credit upon tho energy of the ladies, A 
very ^foresting meeting followed, the 
Bishop," Rb, Rev, Edward Cridge, presiding. 
Tho Bishop gavo a brief opening address, in 
which ho reminded those present that the 
Reformed Episcopal body had no funda with 
which to help the new movement. Ho also 
noticed tho abaence of any influential people 
.as members of the congregation, and from 
the fact that there aro so many beautiful 
churches in the city it could only be con- 
science that oculd hold the new church to- 
gether. 

Rev. Gr. Clement King then read the re- 
port of the work done for the year, in his 
capacity as Bishop's asaistant and reotor of 
the new ohuroh. Tbe finanoial report 
showed tbe total revenue to have been 
$417.40 foe tho year, $43.50 beint; the ex- 
pontes of the mieaion, and the balance, 
$313 go, the total of Rev. Mr. Klng'a 
stipend. 

Rev. Mr, King expressed confidenoe that 
the work will go on until the mlaaion grows 
into a church with proportions equal to 
those of any of the olty churches. Ho 
added a few words of encouragement, com- 
menting upon the oontenta of the report and 
referring especially to the study of economy 
necessary to make a salary of f373 spread 
over a yoar in Victoria. 

Rev. R. G. Murison and Mr. Arthur Lee 
also spoke encouragingly of the work and 
hopefully of ita future ; while Misa Haugh- 
ton, Mr. OtTerhuus, and Mr. S. Raid con- 
tributed to the mueioal euccesa of the even- 
ing;, aa did also the niissiou choir. 

After the benediction by tho Bishop tho 
congregation diaperaed with high hopes for 
a bright and prosperous futnre.

A BY-LAW 

Authorizing tho Corporntion of tho City 
ot Victuriii to Borrow tho Sum of 
$120,000 in Anticipation of tho Re- 
ceipt of ita Revenue for the Year 
1805. 

WiiKitKAS by virtue of tho Municipal Aot, 
1892. and Amending Acts, every municipality 
may under tho conditions contained therein, 
barrow from any person snch sum of money 
not exccedlcg, howovor, an amount equal to 
aovonty-flvo por cent, ot tho amount of taxea 
collected during tho provloua yoar (I89i) of tho 
sum that was levied that yoar by a general 
rate upon tho land. Improvements or real prop- 
erty in the municipality, and bearing suoh rote 
o( interest as may bo requisite, to moot the 
current legal oxpendltnro of the Corporation^ 
which becomes payable out ot the annual 
revenue before the revenue for the yoar be* 
comes payable by the tax payers; 

And wherbab seventy-ilvo per cent, ot the 
amount of taxes upon land, improvements or 
real property, collected during tho year 189^, ot 
tho sum that was levied that year by a general 
rate upon land, improvements or real property, 
was 8124,390.13 ; 

And •WHEREAS to meet the oarrent legal ex- 
penditure of tho Corporation ot tho City ot 
Victoria tor the year 1895, payable oat of the 
annual revenue, before suoh revenue tor such 
year becomes payable by tho tax payors. It Is 
requisite for tho aala Corporation to borrow 
the snm ot $120,000 ; 

TnEREFOuii: the Municipal Council ot the 
Corporation ot the City of Victoria enacts as 
follows : 

Soc. 1. It shall bo lawful for tho Corporation 
of tho City of Victoria by tho Moyor and tho 
Finance Conimlttoo thereof, to borrow upon 
the credit ot tho said Corporation from any 
person or poraons, llrin or llrma. corporation or 
corporations who may bo wlUinK to advance 
the same, the sum ot $12O,C0O, In suoh amounts 
and at such times as subject as hereinafter pro- 
vided the same may In the opinion ot tho 
Mayor and the Finance Committee ot tho 
Council bo required, bearing interest at a 
rate not exceeding five per centum por annum. 

Soe. 2. Tho money so borrowed shall be ex- 
pended in defraying the current legal expenaea 
of the ^Id Corporation fer the year 1893, and 
shall, togethor with the interest thereon, bo 
ro'payablo and repaid to tho lender or lendora 
thereof, on or botoro tho Slat day ot Decombor, 
18t'.0, out of tho municipal rovonue for the cald 
year, 

Soc. 3. Tho amount ao borrowed and Interest 
thereon shall bo a liability ot the said Corpora- 
tion payable out ot the municipal revenue tor 
current year 1893, and the form of obliRatton to 
bo (iiven as boknowlodgmont ot auoh liability 
uhall bo to the said lender or lenders e. promis- 
Bory nolo or notes aa Iheauma may bo required. 
aiKncd by tho Mayor and tho KlnancoConirnitteo 
and tho Clork of iho aiiid Corporation, and 
boarlnf; ilio acal of the wild Corporation, all o' 
I'hich notou shall bo niiide payable on or bo- 
toro the 3Ih1- Decombor. 181)5. and ehall contain 
a clause that the liability of th( aald Corpora 
tion incurred by said promissory note or notoa 
ahull be a liability payable out of the municipal 
revonuo for tho current year 1893. 

Sec. 1. In tho conHtructlon of this Hy lnw tho 
oxpresalona "Land" and " IniprovoinuntH," 
and " Heal Property," shall have reapoctivoly 
tho moaning given to thoni in tho Municipal 
Act, 1892, and amondnionla thoroto. 

Sec. 5. This Dy law may be cited as the "An- 
nual Loan By-law, 1895." 

Passed the Municipal Council the 2'tlh day 
of January, 1895.

Two Errors That Aro of Freqneut Oconr- 
rcnce In Brackets — Hl|;h Cloas Brackets 
Wliich Afford Fancy Farnlahliiss of Artis- 
tic Value and PleaslnK Secorotlve Effect. 

In tbo dccorntivo troabnenfc of wall 
enrfnces, a very important part is playod 
by tho forms and colors of tho wall 
brackets which !iro dostinodto bo phiood 
upon tho walls of au apartment. As a 
rule, tho generality of wall brackets Buf- 
fer from two coinnion errors — thoy aro 
froquontly made too largo and couse-

quently look heavy and inadequately 
supported, and thoy aro also often mado 
in a too split up manner. This latter 
quality — tliat is, luiving too many littlo 
shelves, mirrors, spindles and pedi- 
ments — is often an indication of infnrior- 
ity. The majority of high class wall 
braokets that aro now being tnado aro 
beginning to assnino a more modest and 
dignified appoarauco. 

Such a character attaches to a diiiiity 
littlo china shelf, extremely simple and 
quite unlike tho brackets that were, un- 
til recently, in voguo. The center eom- 
partmeut frames a small water color 
drawing, and in tho somioiroular panel 
above it is inserted a beveled mirror. 

(.'orijor brackets are often the only 
things wherewith to furnish an empty 
ooruer of a room. These articles nro 
capable of a considerable variety of treat- 
men t, and, as a rule, lend tbemsolves 
very readily to the passing changes of 
fasJiion. 

The market affords effective little 
auKlo affairs in tho Queen Anno stylo, 
witli such shaping of shelves and sides 
that make these appoarin just tlio right 
place when hung on a wall. There aro 
also dainty china rocoptacles, quaint lit- 
tlo cupboard.s in which an attempt has 
been made to depart from the usnal 
ungainly height of the orthodox wall 
bracket. This stylo is sometimes made 
in such form as to provide convenient 
and inexpensive brackets to place ovor 
low doors provided with a wide cornice. 

In the matter of braokets, though, as 
in items of greater importance, Decora- 
tor and Furnisher admonishes that duo 
attention bo given, at all times, to the 
variances of fashionable tasto. Tho 
French style, for instance, is jnst as ap- 
plicable to these articles as it is to oabi-

nets and sofas, and Moorish art, too, 
has not altogether been discarded by tho 
public. Tho effectiveness of Caireno 
frets, and tbo stained grei>n lines wliich 
modern Aiiglo-Moresquo cabinet work is 
made to assume, has insured tho favor 
of many lovers of oriental art. These 
charming affairs make au interesting 
feature on a drawing room wall, and 
when provided with choice knicklcnacks 
as uiMii' ninsiderahle importance as a hit 
(if i-iilur in the apiirtinrnl. Tho ciiUinial 
brackets, of which there are many, af- 
ford appropriate wall decoration for a 
colonial parl ir or sitting room.

Ill these days ijf contracled s])arn thiTo 
is never enough closet rouni. If there is 
a corner of tho room with snOicieiit 
space, it may bo utilized in the manner 
hero des-cribed: 

Twostrijis of wood as lung as yuu de- 
sire and ■! inrlics wide by 1 inch thick 
are screwed in tlm angle of the wall 
about feet from tho lloor. Boards aro 
cat off to fit iu tho corner and re-stiug on 
these strips. This will form tlio roof. 
A lirass or wooden rod istluMirnn a(n'iiss 
the frciiit of this Imard from wall to 
wall, and from which tlio ourtain is 
suspended by rings. Cretonne, chintz or 
printed cotton will make a good list to 
cliooso from and are inexpousivo. 

One may screv,' upon the underside of 
tho roof and on tlio cleats as many hooks 
BS are required, and if desired a shelf 
maybe introduced about 15 inches be- 
low the roof, and on that attaoli tlu! 
hnuks. Such an emergency closiit will 
often lie of great <'Oiivenieiico, and tho 
cost will be trifling.

Exposition* 
With tho cbai'aotoristio vim and en- 
thusiasm of southern women the ladies 
of Atlanta are working to have their ex- 
hibit at tho International and Cotton 
States oxpofiition next fall surpass any- 
thing of tho kind yet seen in America. 
The Woman's building at Atlanta will 
remain as a pormaneut structure aftor 
the fair has olosed. The ladies' com- 
mittee desire that the principal states 
and cities should bo roprosontod iu that 
building by pormauont rooms — as, for 
instance, a Now York room, a Boston 
room and likewise one from California 
or any other of the states and cities in 
which women take an interest in wom- 
an's work. Mrs. Joseph Thompson of 
Atlanta, president of tho Woman's 
board of mauagors, witli hor iudofatiga- 
bio lieutonanLs, has labored in every 
way to promote the snooess of the enter- 
prise. For one thing these ladles offer 
space for exhibits free in tho Woman's 
building. Thoy have also obtained from 
tho railroads tho generous promise to 
ship goods intended for the woman's 
exhibit without obarga This is a great 
concession. It is to be hoped that the 
women of tlie nation will respond to 
the request for exhibits with ontlinsiasm 
worthy so good a cause. In most parts 
of tho country there is old colonial and 
Revolutionary furnituro that will do- 
light tho eyo of tho present generation. 
Tliero aro artistic tapestries, ancient 
laces and embroideries, articles made of 
tho beautiful old linen tho grandmoth- 
ers and groat-grandmothers of this 
country used to spin and weave. Thoro 
aro rare old china,; silver, pewter, 
shawls, rugs, artistic fans and hang- 
ings, all of which will make a goodly 
exhibit in tho Woman's building at At- 
lanta. Besides those tho articles mado 
by women in our day will be of living 
interest — tho books they have written, 
tho patents thoy havo secured, tho pio- 
tu'-'os they havo jiaintcd. Wherever n 
woman has boon poculi.arly successful iu 
work that can be exhibited it is to bo 
hoped she will be friendly to lior sex 
and send specimens. Tho feather and 
bead work of squaws ought to occupy 
a iine place in tho show, sinco this was 
roally tho first manufacturing ovor en- 
gaged in by American women. The 
committee will bu grateful for sugges- 
tions that will ndd to tho iutorost of tho 
show. Such suggestions, with reqttests 
for information of any kind, will bo 
graciously and gracefully considered by 
Miss E. M. Powell, 29 West Thirty- 
eighth Street, New STork city. Miss 
Powell is an Atlanta girl who is work- 
in the north for the exposition.'

A largo amount of valuable atatistloal in- 
formation ia contained tn Superintendent F. 
S. Hussey'a fifth annual report on tho com- 
mons jails, prisons, reformatory and look- 
ups of British Cplombia, which has jost 
been presented to the provlnoial legislafcure. 
Tho four jails, with acoommodation for 405 
prisoners, and tho forty-dvo lookups in out- 
lying districts, are reported to bo all in good 
order and sufBoientforpresentrsqairements, 
while the officers in charge are proving 
themaelvea capable and trustworthy. Tho 
rulea for prison dlaoipllne throughout tho 
province havo been found aufiioient for tho 
order and conduct of tho prison institutions 
and have boon subjoot to little or no altera- 
tion. Theao define clearly and ooinpro- 
hensivoly tho duties of tho several oflicors, 
and preaoribo tho programme to bo curried 
out by tho prisoners daily, apooifying their 
duties while iac\rcorated and defining their 
rights and privileges. Strict ailenoo ia en- 
joined in tlio cells and in all parts of tho 
jkil, aa well as clcanlinoas, immediate 
obedience, and careful attention to 
tho rules of tho j ill. No puniah- 
ment or deprivations may bo a%vardod 
to any prisoner except by tho super- 
intendent of police, or in his absence, 
the warden, or by a justice of tho peace. 
Deprivations are provided for disobedience 
of the j til rules, common assaults among tho 
prisoners, the use of profane language, in- 
decency, idleness, negleot to keep the cell 
or person clean, deatruotion or defacing of 
the jiil property, or inaabordination of any 
sort. The three forma of punishment pro- 
vided for exeeptioDBl departure from the 
rules are (1) aolitary oonflnement In dark 
cells with or witbous bedding, not to ex- 
ceed six days for any one offence, nor three 
days at any one time ; (2) bread and water 
diot, full or half ratioua, combined or not 
with punishment No. 1 ; and (3) cold water 
punishmont.with the approval of tho jail 
physician. Kvory oonvioiod prisoner may 
earn a reniiaaion of a portion of the time for 
which he in aejtonood to bo couQuod — five 
days for every month during which be is ex 
emplary in behavior, industry and faithful- 
nees and does not violate any of the prison 
rules. 

During tho jill year of 1894 
the statement of olTencea for which 
priaonera wore oonvloted and aon- 
toncod to imprisonment was : Aiding 
prisoners to cacapo, 2; arson,,'); asaauUs, 
100; felonious aaaaults, 10; breaahca of 
city by-lawa and acts of parliament, 025 ; 
burglary, 9 ; carrying concealed weapons, 
4 ; contempt of court, 13 ; passing counter- 
feit money, 1 ; cruelty to animals, G ; cut- 
ting and wounding, 3 ; debtors, 7 ; deairoy- 
ing and injuring property, .'i4 ; drunk and 
disorderly, 755 ; elopement, 1 ; escapes 
from prison, 2 ; fraud, S ; frequentars, 
keepers, and inmates of houses of ill-fame, 
89 ; infractions of the firearms aot, I ; furi- 
ous driving, 3 ; ctambllng, 12 ; horse, oattle, 
and sheep stealing, 5 ; housobieakiog, 10 ; 
indecent assaults, etc , 6 ; intimidating 
witness, 1 ; larceny, 184 ; libel, 1 ; acces- 
sory to mail robbery, 1 ; manslaughter, 1 ; 
murder, 8 ; attempt to murdor, 2; neglect 
to support, 2 ; obatruoting constables, ; 
pointing a revolver, 3 ; possession of stolon 
property, 19 ; rape, 2 ; refusing to pay fare, 
31 ; refusing to pay wages, 5 ; removing a 
landmark, 1 ; robbery, ; selling oigarottes 
to minors, 3 ; smuggling, 2 ; auioide, at- 
tempts, 2 ; Bonding threatening letters, 2 ; 
threatening and seditious language, 7 ; un-

During the yoar a slight decroaso was 
noted in tho number of priaonera received 
at tho various jails. At Victoria thoro were 
dealt with during 1894 342 prisonora ; at 
Westminster tho number was 271 ; at 
Nanain-,0, 229; and at Kamloopa, 139 
There wore two exooutiona for tho crirno of 
murdor, and at tho close of tho yoar there 
remained in custody 51 prisonorH at Vic 
toria, 54 at Westminster, 21 at Nanaimo, 
and 18 at Kamloopa. 

Tho report of Warden R. F. John, of the 
Victoria provincial jtil, notes that 

" On tho 31at October, 1893, there 
rnained in custody 48 prlaoners, received 
during the past year, 283; total, 331 ; dis 
charged during tho year, '280 ; so that there 
remained at midnight, 31st October, 1894. 
51 prisoners in custody, an increase of three 
over that of the previous year. The prisoners 
received wore brought in aa follows : From 
tho city police court, 181 ; from H M. 
ahips, 20 ; by the provincial police, 72 ; by 
the sheriff, 10. Good disciplioo haa been 
maintained during the year. The amended 
rules and regulations are quite satisfactory, 
and they will no doubt answer every pur- 
pose for years to como. The conduct and 
industry of the priaonera ginorally 
have been good, fewer reports, and many 
of them noti of a Borioua character, have 
boon tho rule, bo that punishmonta have 
rdrely b3en rceoitcd to. One aucceaaful ea- 
c ipo wua iiiado during tho yoar from the 
ging, but tho prisoner wua recaptured a few 
d-iya after, and ia now aerving un additional 
S'.'ntenoo of aix montha at hard labor. Tho 
build' Dga are in a good stoto of repair, but 
ai appropriation ahould bo made for a aup- 
p y of paint, oto , which ia very much re- 
quired. Tho total expendli lire for tho your, 
. Deluding a.l.riep, wasS10,U32 23. Included 
in this amount are fuel, light, water, food, 
and some repairs to tho ,Juveuilo Reforma- 
tory. Tlio cash roeoipta for tho yoar from 
all aourccs amounted to 53,133 58, oxclusivo 
of S728 for tho very best of broken atone 
supplied to tho Lands and Works Depart- 
ment for district roads. Prisoners sentenced 
to hard labor have been kept employed 
breaking rook and at other neoessary work. 
Able-bodied tramps aro giving this jail a 
wide berth sinoe stono-broaking has boon 
actively carried on. Only five prlaoners 
wore sentenced during tho year aa vagrants, 
throe out of the five lieiDg phyelcully unable 
to do a hard day's work. Ouo gang of 
prisoners h^s bien employed improving 
Lrovornmont Houso grounds ond at other 
work as rcquirod. Tho general hnalth of 
tho prisoners thia year has boon good, thanks 
to the euro and attention paid to prisoners 
by tho jiil surgeon There have 
boon Vnn Jdoatha and no scrioue 
accidents to record. Fortunately tho pri- 
son has not boen visited by any contagious 
or epidemic disoaao, as was tho ouso lust 
yoar. No doubt tho Improvomonts mado to 
tho sanitary arrangements, together with 
healthy out door work, havo had a very 
bonouoial elFoob. Roligloua serviooa aro 
atill being continued for tho moral and gen- 
eral improvement of tho prisoners by mem- 
1) ira of tho Woman's Chriatian Temperance 
Union and tho Salvation Army. Sinoo my 
laat report, Rov. W, H. P, Ardon, lato in- 
cumbent of St. Mark's church, who had for 
several years regularly bold services in thia 
jail, left the province. Xbe Rev. Mr. Arden 



was an energetic worker among prisoners of 
all classea and felt concerned in their wel- 
fare. His departure waa a matter of regret 
to tho oflicors of the j*il, which feeling was 
also ahared by tho priaonera. Latterly Rev. 
Mr. Lipscombe has boen holding service In 
the morning, and it is to be hoped that ho 
may find time to continue in his good work. 
That tho labor of these good paople is duly 
appreciated by many of the prisoners there 
oan be no doubt, and from my observation 
of prisoners generally thoy are as devout and 
smenable lu religioua influences as, under 
the oironmstancea, could be expected." 

The official statf of the Yiotoria jail con- 
sists of a warden, at an annual salary of 
$1,320 ; three jailers, at $840 eaoh ; a first 
guard, at $960 ; aeoond guard, $800 ; and 
third guard, $740 ; with a jail surgeon at 
$400. The. atateraenb of jail reoeipta for 
1894 shows $1,9G6 78 to have boon received 
from Viotorta city for tho keep of prisoners, 
$002 SO to have been oontributed by the 
naval aidthorities under the same head, and 
$201 05 from the province. The sale of 
surplus produce gave $03.25 ; broliett stone 
gave $728 ; provincial fines were ooUeoted to 
the amount of $27 and paid over to Super- 
intendent Hussey, and city police court fines 
were collected to tho total of $352. The 
jail expenses have totalled $10,023 28 — 
salaries, $0,854, and ordinary exponsea, 
$3,778 28. 

Tho division of prisonora by occupation 
iuoludea alinoat every calling from " organ 
grinder " to " doctor of medicine," while 
tho nationality table ia as below ; liritiah 
Columbia, 44 ; liugland, 70 ; Scotland, 
19; Ireland, 14; Canada, 27; United 
Statea, 33 ; China, 2.3 ; Norway and 
Sweden, 11; Germany, 9; Italy, 5, and 
other countriea 23. Divided aa to relig- 
ioua faith the figurca are: Church of iCng- 
hind, 75; Roman Calliolic, 58; PrPabytoriana; 
33; Methodiata, Lutheran, IS; other do- 
nominationa, 20; and religion not defined, 
61. Of the 2S.'! prlaoners 192 could road 
and write, II could read only and 80 poases- 
sod no education. Included in tho total 
wore 51 marrifd prisoners, 217 single and 
15 widowere; 78 prisoners were reported as 
temperate in their habits and 205 aa intom- 
psrate. By ages tho priaonera wero reglS' 
tored thus: From 13 to 20 yearn, 26; 20 to 
30, 123; 30 to 40, 75; 40 to 50, 37; 50 to 60, 
18; and 60 to 72, 4. 

The Victoria reformatory retnrns showed 
six prisoners received and five diaoharged 
during the year. One boy eeoaped, two 
(vere transferred to the jiil and three remain 
in custody. Ernest Johnaon and John Ross, 
who wore transferred to tho jail, aro re- 
ported as being incorrigible, making re- 
peated attempts to escape, demoralizing the 
other boys and inciting them to insubordina- 
tion. 



BBOOKIiYN'S 8TBIKE OVBB. 

Military Being Withdrawn— The Next Scene 
of Conlllct the Courts. 

BbookIiYH, Jan. 30. — More troops were 
withdrawn from the streets of Brooklyn to- 
day. All but a fflwcompanioa of the second 
brigade wore ordered to their armories and 
hold thoro _in reserve. Somd of tho regi- 
ments will probably be diamiasod to-morrow. 
The withdrawal of the troops was tho result 
of a conference between Mayor Scherin 
and Brigadier General McLoor, who 
decided that tho pence and quiet of the city 
was practioally restored. Tho strike iteolf 
is over. Tho places vacated by tho 6,000 
mon who quit work on January 14th, have 
nearly all been filled and every trolley line 
in the city waa in operation to-day. The 
strikers havo directed their attention to pro- 
oeedinga beforo the Attorney-General at 
Albany to annul tho charter of the Brooklyn 
Heights company and in addition 
have moved before one court for 
peremptory inandamua against the 
Atlantlo avenuo railway to compel it to 
operate its linos and before unother court 
for tho arrest of its president and suporin- 
tendont for violation of tho state ton-hour 
law. On the other hand there is talk of 
asking tho grand jury to consider what con- 
nection, if any, has existed between the 
conference of tho strike committee and the 
systematic wire cutting, bombardment of 
the cars, obstruotion of tracks and mob 
violence which have terrorized the " City 
ofCburohea" for the past sixteen days. 
Very few disturbanoes have been reported 
to-day. 



MfLXlCO AND GUATEMALA. 

The Central Ilepubllcaus Will Stand To- 
getiier In Case of a Mexican 
Conlllct. 

Beblin, Jan. 30.— The Koelnieche Zei- 
tung says that Guatemala has placed large 
orders for war material with tho best known 
German factories. Mexico also is said to 
bo negotiating with German makers of 
sm'^U arma. 

Nkw VoRi;, Jan. .30. — Tho Son's Guate- 
mala special aaya : rreaidcnt lijrrioa haa 
just received Minister Arcaa of Honduras. 
Ministers Gomi z of Nicaragua and lOstu- 
pinian ol Salvador had lioon received 
bi;foro. Thoir speeches show that 
(!uatemala would not stand alone in 
casu of a Mexican ooullict. They 
have individually ofVorod tho co operation of 
thoir countries to Guateniula, ahowing that 
the Republica will atund united to repel any 
invasion. Tho Coata Rlcan legation will 
arrive soon and is undoubtedly filled with 
tho aamo reaolve favoring Central Amerioac- 
i-ini aa shown by the legations of Nioaragua, 
Salvador and Houduraa. 

City ok Mexico, Jan. 30 —Tho denial 
that the United States proposes to interfere 
in tho Guatemala master gives groat satis- 
faction here. It is stated on good authority 
that Guatemala is backing down, only one 
serious difficulty existing in the indemnity 
demanded by Mexico, Meanwhile Mexico 
is pushing her war preparations as actively 
as ever. 

President Diaz hastily summoned tho 
council of ministers and remained sovcra 
houra in consultation with them. It ia un- 
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derstood that the chief topio waa the offer 
made by the United States soveniment to 
mediate between Mexico and Gnatemala. 
The general understanding ia that Onate- 
mala ia merely feigning for time. 

CHINESE VICTORY. 



Japanese Driven From Wei Hal Wei 
With Serioas Injury to Tiieir 
Ships. 



Peace CommisBioners Hooted in Kobe 
-ConflictiDgr Beports of Mili- 
tary Movements. 

London, Jan. 30. — Tho Times correspond- 
ent in Kobe says : " When tho peace en- 
voys from China landed tho mob hootod and 
menaced them and it was necessary to pro- 
tect them with a large force of police. The 
foreign teoretary received them. The press 
admits that this embassy showa a more sin- 
core doairo for peaco than Commissioner 
Doring, but boliovea it would be fruitless, as 
China ia not yet likely to accede to Japan's 
demands," 

London, Jan, 30, — A dispatch to tho 
Times from Shanghai aays tho Chinose mili- 
tary and naval oommaoders telegraph via 
Cbefoo that at 1 u'olnok on the morning of 
January 20 tho Japanese fleet advanced 
upou Wei Hal Wei in two divisioco of nine- 
teen ships. The searchlights betrayed their 
presence, and the guns of the Chinese fleet 
and shore batteriea opened fire on the firat 
division when they were within 1,000 yards 
of the Chinese fleet. Theifastest Ghineae man- 
of-war and torpedo boata made a doah at the 
enemy, and after firing heavily drove them 
ofT, The firat Japaneae division wen<< to 
the northwest and the second division 
southward. The Chinese claim to have in- 
jured nevcral of the enemy's ships. At tho 
Bumo time tho Japanese made an attack 
upon Woi Hal Wei from Ninghai. This 
was a surprise from tho west. Tho alarm 
was given, however, and tho Chinoao re- 
pelletl tho attack. Tlio Chinese lost twenty- 
seven sailors. The Japanese loas amounted 
to more than 300 killed and wounded. 
Several foreigners are said to be assisting 
the Chinose. '' 

The Centrrvl Newi correspondent at Tokio 
aays: "Gen. Nogi reports from Huntsai that 
there are tan thousand Chinese near New- 
ohwang and that 11,000 Chinese are advanc- 
ing from Tapinshan." 

The Paris correspondent of the Standard 
quotes as follows, a dispatch received by 
the Paris edition of tho Herald from its oor- 
respondect with the second Japanese 
army: "Wo mot the enemy up- 
on landing. Thoy consisted of 
Kung troops and wore repulsed with a loss 
of 300. Some Chinese troops retreated 
without fighting northwest towards Kn- 
shanghoD Ghiamotonohi. The enemy Is 
ooncentratod in large force on the coast 
road near Yingchangshen. Oar field guns 
oan only bo transported three miles, as the 
road beyond is bad and di£Sonlt to repair." 

Japan has offered tomboy H. MoCalmont's 
yacht Qiralda for a dispatch boat. The 
government ia willing to pay £50,000, plus 
tho original cost for it, but Mr, MoCnImont 
would not close the bargain. The Giralda 
is partly armored, carries quiok-firo guns, 
and recently made a record of 21 knots. 

Pakis, Jan. 30. — Tho European editions 
of the Now York Herald contains tho follow- 
ing dispatch from Shanghai, dated January 
29: "The Horald's special correspondent 
with tho advanced troops of tho Japanese 
aecond urmy on tho Manchurian frontier ro- 
porta that tho Chinese force reached Hunt- 
Baion on Monday evening. Scouts reported 
that the enemy's forces in the vicinity of 
Yiinkuo havo been ina'erially increased. 
The Bcouta aro unable to proceed beyond 
Lapong. Tho Chineeo appear to have ad- 
vanced along the wholo lino." 

Hiiio.siiiMA, Japan, Jan. 30. — A diapatoh 
from tho headquarters of tho Japanese army 
Haya a strong force of the enemy, which re- 
treated from Yungohing to the northwest 
without fighting, is nov in the vicinity ot 
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Kuahanghon, Large numbers of the enemy 
are reported along the coast from Yung- 
cblng.

The Failure of a Bigr Firm-English 
Collections For the Belief of 
the SafTerers. 

St. Johns, Nfld., Jan. 30.— The inhabi- 
tants of St. Johna awoke this morning to 
find tho city placarded with large bills 
calling upon the people to agitate for the 
onnexatioB of Newfoundland to the United 
States. The placarda are unsigned ; but it 
ia believed their origin is due to a faction of 
radical politicians in this city who have 
been avowing annexation prinoiplei for 
years past. It is understood that a club, 
whoso object will bo the furtherance of the 
annexation movement, la being formed and 
that members of the organization will begin 
the work of popular agitation in a day or 
two. The city la in a ferment of 
excitement over the matter. Qovernor 
O'Brien is very • indignant because of the 
appearance of the placards, and the ofiQoers 
of the British craiser Tourmaline, in port 
here, are strongly denonnoing the insult to 
the Queen. Supporters of the oolonial gov- 
ernment admit that the Canadian cabinet de- 
clines todisooea terms for Mewfoundiand's 
ontoriag the Canadian confederation before 
tho anticipated Canadian general election 
takes place. 

It has been reported that tho Canadian 
govornmont had declined to meet a delega- 
tion of tho Newfoundland government to 
diacuaa tho question of federation. ^^ hilo 
tho report has not been confirmed it ia sig- 
nificant that tho uttoranoos of the govern- 
ment organs are not so favorable on the 
question as formerly. 

Alderman Howring, ex Lord Mayor of 
Hvorpool, haa collected S3,, 100 towards tho 
relief fund, Tho number of people now 
receiving reliof ia about three thouaand. 

Tho Times, which oupporta tho govorn- 
mont, contends that an act should be paaaed 
by the loglalaturo to iudomnify the mombore 
from whom tho disability haa recently boon 
removed for losaoa incurred in defending 
the proseoutione against them. 

Aststementof the condition of the firm 
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of Bain &, Johnatou hos been placed beforo 
their creditors. The statement showed the 
firm's liabilities to be 5807,918 and aaaots 
$325,371. A meeting will be held to con- 
sider a oomprimite measure. 



THE CZAB'S AOTOCBACY. 

Nicholas II Says He Is Firmly to Uphold 
That Attribnte. 

Berlin, Jan, 30. — Private dispatches 
from St, Petersburg says that the Czar be- 
ing called upon by delegations representing 
tbo nobility of tho prlnoipal cities and many 
provincial and district assemblies, who con- 
gratulated blm upon his reoent 
marriage, said bo bad learned 
that in some of the provincial 
assemblies, voices had been raised proposing 
that tho aasombllea have a ahare in state 
afTalra and exprosaing other abaurd Ideas. 
Ho therefore wished everybody to nndor- 
atand that he devoted all his powora to his 
dear country, but that he was firmly re- 
solved, as was his dear father, to uphold the 
autocracy of tho Cr.ir. 

WINNIPEG WIBINGS. 

Too Unch Cold Even for the Bnterprlie of 
"Harper's Uaeadne." 

WnnnPEO, Jan. 30.— (Special)— About a 
month ago H, H. Hemicg of Hamilton, On- 
tario, and Caspar W. Whitney of New 
York, passed through the city in the inter- 
ests of Harper's Magazine, on their way to 
the haunts of the mnsk ox and wood bnffalo 
in the far North for the purpose of studying 
the habits and oharaateriatiea of these in- 
teresting members of Canadian fauna. 
Yesterday Mr. Homing returned to Hamil- 
ton by tho Atlantic express. When tho 
aovore cold wouthor came on they found it 
moro than thoy could stand, and turned 
back.
